Our forefathers historically respected Government 
and wore the uniform of its armed forces — our paternal 
grandfather was one of three LIVING SONS OF THE 
AMERICAN REVOLUTION before his death in the early 
Twenties. The Civil, Spanish American and Mexican 
Wars found kin wearing the uniform. 

Service in the Marines during World War I and a 
pressure of a member of our family in the National 
Guard, continues the family uniformed representation, 

It comes naturally thru teaching and practice to.re- 
spect government, local, state and National; so it is 
alarming to find ourselves doubting major segments of 
our government — the Supreme Court. 

The Voting Rights Act is a disgraceful distortion of 
law, as expressed by Justice Black: 

“—the inevitable effect of any such law which 
forces any one of the states to entreat federal govern- 
ment in faraway places for approval of local laws— is 
to create the impression that the state or states treated 
in this way are little more than conquered provinces, 

The same Court has gone to extremes in its deci- 
sions concerning Prayer; it has favored Communists re- 
peatedly in its hand-downs: it BUILDS disrespect in la- 
bor, as is currently demonstrated. 

We get the impression that the Court is willing to 
shade its decisions for the political machines promoting 
federa] handout programs. 

We believe the public generally is tiring of the pseu- 
do legalistic arguments supporting such, and a change 
in national acceptance is abuilding. 

It will take a lot of work, but the historical ideals 
of America are at-stake; it can't be done if responsible 
candidates for public office are, helped to overcome the 
vote-getting machines built with your and my tax money, 
and confirmed by legalistic mouthings. 


Political Subservience- 
Anti-Poverty? 


Local and state officials who let anti-poverty pro- 
grams operate without public inspection may be letting 
the anti-poverty warriors set up new political units de- 
signed to take over the political control of cities. The 
whole anti-poverty effort should be subjected to the 
closest, continuing scrutiny. 

Some anti-poverty groups alreadys are planning to 
import groups of teachers from far beyond the limits 
of the states and communities concerned. These teachers 
will hold special summer classes for children from so- 
called slum areas. On the surface, this has a certain ap- 
peal. Extra schooling is a good idea. No one contests 
that. But the question is who is fo do the training and 
what is to be taught. 

The truth is that there are persons wih political 
goals who are only too eager to invade other communi- 
ties in the guise of legitimate teachers in order to pro- 
mote their particular political objectives, to create groups 
of students who will become political action groups in 
future sit-in, lie-in campaigns.

To be eligible to take the 
examination an applicant 
must be a Selective Service 
registrant who intends to 
request an accupational de- 
ferment as а college stu- 
dent, and must not have 
previously taken the test. 
High school seniors or grad- 
uates of a high school, if a 
Selective Service registrant 
may also apply, to take the 
examination. ? 

Applications for taking 
the examination can be ob- 
tained from any Selective 
Service Local Board. Col- 
onel Charles R. Tully, De- 
puty State Director of Se- 
lective Service, urges all 
eligible registrants to com- 
plete their applications pr- 
jor to the -cut-off date of 
April 23, 1966, Applications 
showing a postmark after 
April 23, 1966 will not be 
honored, and the applicant 
will be denied the opport- 
unity of taking the test.
